Farrar were cut out. 
Mayor A. J . Halsted presided at 
the meeting and in a few* well-chosen 
remarks introduced the speaker of 
the evening. 
M r. Cha*e s addre-s 
was very 
much enjoyed and the speaker was 
heartily greeted by the working men 
of the city. 
He said in part 
“ I am here to talk of the labor 
<jU»stion, 
This mean* that there 
must be « struggle between two 
forces. 
That struggle i# between 
organised labor and organized capi­ 
tal. 
A t no time ha- there been such 
a "trife a* at present, 
Never has 
there been a time when the employer 
able to take away so much fr<*tn 
the producer as at present, because 
there was never a time 
when the 
laborer could produce so much a** at 
present. 
Never ha" there been so 
much need of organization of labor 
U" at present. The producing power 
of the laborer has increased ¡100 per 
cent; 
he now 
produces over ¡400 
times as much as he did 5o years 
ago, but he receives no more for his 
products than he did then. 
He re* 
eeived then, and he receives now, at 
liest, <*nly enough to give him a fair 
existence. 
The average co m p o si­ 
tion for the workingman, and this 
includes the high salaried officers, i" 
only #115 per day, when a man takes 
a two dollar bill and g<*>" out in the 
morning and comes back with two 
inches of beefsteak iu exchange for 
it, this $1.15 does not allow him to 
accumulate 
wealth 
very 
rapidly. 
The wage of labor has always been a 
existence. 
If we go hack into his­ 
tory we see the development 
of 
labor, step by st**p, gaining a little 
more freedom, through feudalism, 
serfdom, slavery, and now the wage 
system. 
“ It i" strange that 
after all the 
struggles of labor there are now in 
this great land of the free, the worst 
kind of slaves the world 
ha* ever 
Hf*en. and yet it ,s true. 
The average 
value of the product of the worker, 
no matter in what he L engaged, is 
over $10.00, anti of thi- tIO.oO he is 
only allowed 
to retain #1.15, 
He 
must contribute nearly #9,<K) to those 
who toil not, neither do they 
-pin. 
Can you show 
m e .my system of 
t hatt**l slavery which would enable 
the owners of the saves 
to amass 
the great fortunes which have b en 
piled up within a few Year- by t te 
ma-ters in our system of industrial 
slavery.
